Her father lives in 
Alton, and is said to be wealthy. 

Whatever may have been their domestic 
condition while at the home of Rudolph, 
Sr., they have had lots of trouble since their 
advent in Farragut street. 

QUARRELED ALL THE TIME. 

The neighbors say they fussed constantly, 
during the day and at all hours of the night. 
The wife* would upbraid her husband for 
getting drunk and the husband would ac- 


cuse his wife of being unfaithful and of 
accepting attentions from. other men. 
man named Schmalz, who a few years 
came here from Germany, worried Rudolph.

A ..YSTERIOUS PARTNER. 

She had lived in the room for about seven 
months and no one séemed to call on her 
except about business matters. It is said, 
however, that some time ago, while she was 
in the same business in another part of the 
eity, she had a business partner, & man, 
whose name has not as yet been learned by 
the authorities, but who is now being hunted 
by the police, With this man, it is said, she 
had a good deal of trouble, and it is said 
that he frequently assaulted her and openly 
declared that he would kill her some day. 

Coroner Atkinson has turned the facts 
over to the police, and they are now at 
work on the case. He believes the woman 
was murdered. The marks on her throat 
are fresh finger-nail marks, he said, and 
the blood is clotted in them. The C 
oner’s theory is that the woman was 
seized by the throat from behind by two 
hands, as the finger marks are on both 
sides of the throat, oe ath he thinks her head 
was forced back i the somes cord

BENEFITS OF STREET WIDENING. 


The idea suggested by Dr. Taussig 
that, as the Terminal Association does 


not intend to sell its large properties in 


and around the Union Station, therefore 
that corporation would not justly be 
liable to pay benefits in the case of street 
widening in the vicinity, presents a novel 
and interésting proposition. It would 
seem to follow, unless, indeed, there is 
one law for corporate property and an- 
other for that owned by an individual, 
that all a property owner has to do in 
order to evade an assessment for benefits 
is to declare that his property is not for 
sale, but is held permanently as an in- 
vestment. 

Of course, the views of Dr. Taussig may 
not be the law, but, as some of our courts 
seem to find validity in most propositions 
offered in aid of corporate interests, the 
very suggestion of the idea referred to 
above as à possible defense against “ben- 
efits” becomes important and significant. 
In any important street widening around 
the depot a very considerable portion of 
the total benefits assessed must be 
against the Terminal Association, for the 
simple reason that that corporation 18 
the largest property owner in the vicinity, 
and if the association were to resist the 
imposition of benefits in any street widen- 
ing proceeding it is very probable it 
would be defeated. 

In all cases of street openings or widen- 
ings the difficulty has always been to 
secure direct action under the report of 
the commissioners assessing damages 
for property taken and benefits against 
property supposed to be enhanced in 
value by the proposed improvement.

The rights of the public and the obliga- 
tions of the privileged public servant to 
the public have received scant attention 
when not in accord with these interests. 

If this were not the case the Munioi- 
pal Assembly would not now be consider- 
ing a bill to compel the street railway 
companies to provide fenders to protect 
human life. The indignant people of this 
city Would not be called upon to express 
their win in favor of so simple and rea- 
sonable a precaution. But the fact is that 
the street car companies have held their 
pecuniary interests and money-making 
privilege granted by the people as above 
all other considerations, even that of life. 

Judge Gaynor’é rule must be enforced. 
The arrogant and héartiess public ser- 
vants invested with privileges of great 
value must be taught to respect public 
rights and compelled to take all reasona- 
ble precautions to protect human life.
